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Saudis may 
resume 
relations 
with Soviets 


MANAMA, Jan 30, (AP): 
Saudi Arabian Foreign Mini- 
ster Prince Saud Al Faisal left 
Moscow today after a three- 
day visit and cooperation 
talks with Soviet leaders, 
amid reports the two coun- 
tries were to resume 
diplomatic ties aftera 50-year 
hiatus. 

Saudi diplomatic sources said 
Saud was to make brief stopovers 
in a number of European 
capitals, then proceed to 
Washington for talks with US 
officials before returning borne. 

No official word was 
immediately available here or in 
Riyadh on the issue of relations. 
But the Abu Dhabi govemment- 
ouned newspaper Al-Ittihad 
said in a dispatch from Moscow 
that Prince Saud and his Soviet 
counterpart Eduard Shevard- 
nadze discussed the subject at 
length. 

Accord 

It said the two men on Friday 
held a 4/ 1 -2-hour session of talks 
and reached undisclosed accord 
on means of protecting commer- 
cial navigation in the Gulf waters 
and ending the Soviet military 
occupation of Afghanistan. 

The two sides “scored consen- 
sus** on the necessity of ending 
the Iran-lraq war and on assem- 
bling an international naval 
force to protect commercial 
navigation in the Gulf waters if 
need be. the paper said. 

The Tass news agency quoted 
Prince Saud as saying he saw eye* 
to-cyc with Soviet officials on the 


Palestinian conflict and the lran- 
lraq war. 

The Prince delivered a message 
from Saudi King Fahd to Soviet 
President Andrei Gromyko, the 
Kuwaiti News Agency reported 
without elaborating. 

It said that Saud's talks in 
Moscow also covered the ongo- 
ing wave of Palestinian protests 
in Israeli-occupied Arab regions, 
with the Saudis pressing for a 
condemnation of Israel by the 
permanent members of the UN 
Security Council. 

Al-luihad said the two sides 
“ supported the (Palestinian) 
uprising as a legitimate right 
toward a manifestation of self- 
determination, with the Soviet 
side backing the idea of an inter- 
national conference” forpcacein 
the Middle East. 

It said the Saudi and Soviet 
sides agreed to press for an 
implementation of the UN 
Security Council resolution 598 
on peace between Iran and Iraq, 
pointing to the likelihood of 
clamping an arms embargo on 
Iran if it rejected the peace 
option. 

Readiness 

The Soviet side expressed 
readiness to withdraw their 
occupation forces from Afghan- 
istan as soon as possible, “if 
assurances were furnished that 
no foreign power will meddle in 
Uie Asian country’s domestic 
a|Tairs, n 'diey<nKHed4he Soviets 
as telling Sand, lit an apparent 
allusion to the United States.

Thousands march in Dhaka 
protesting police killings 


DHAKA. Jan 30. (Agencies): 
Twenty thousand demonstrators 
marched silently through Dhaka 
today in protest at shooting by 
police last weekend that Ban- 
gladesh's opposition says, killed 
a total of 24 people. 

The march was led by Begum 
Khaleda Zia, one of the two 
major opposition leaders who 
have been campaigning since 
Nov 10 for the resignation of 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad. 

At a rally before the start of the 
march, opposition leaders called 
for another series of general 
strikes for Feb 6. 13 and 14 to 
what they said will keep pressure 
on Ershad to step down. 

Ignored 

“The man who ordered the 
killing of so many people has 
forfeited all rights to stay (in 
power).” they said in a declara- 
tion. 

A police official said riot police 
simply watched as the demon- 
strators marched through 
Dhaka's main streets in silence. 

“Some of them threw few 
stones at us. but we ignored 
because we were under orders to

The march was in protest 
against police action in southern 
port city of Chittagong last Sun- 
day. The opposition say police 
opened fire to break up a rally 
which was to be addressed by 
Sheikh Hasina. another opposi- 
tion leader. • _ . 

Opposition parties today 
raison the death toll in the shoot- 
ing to 24 from earlier 17, saying 
they received evidence of seven 
more casualties. 

Shutdown 

The government today shut 
down Khabar, a pro-opposition 
Bengali-ianguage newspaper, 
for publishing a map showing 
Bangladesh as a part ofindia, an 
official announcement said. 

“The publication of the map is 
an attempt to undermine the 
sovereignty and independence of 
the country,” the Home Ministry 
announcement said. 

Khabar (News) published an 
apology on Jan 27. 

Another Bengali-ianguage 
daily the Jaijatra (Victory 
March) was ordered closed by 
the government for publishing 
“objectionable news.”

Presidential rule imposed on Tamil Nadu 

MGR’s widow sacked 


NEW DELHI, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
The Indian government sacked 
the widow of screen idol M.G. 
Ramachandran as chief minister 
of Tamil Nadu today and 
imposed direct rule from New 
Delhi in India's southernmost 
state. 

The decision throws wide open 
a battle for supremacy between 
Janaki Ramachandran and her 
husband’s former leading lady 
and close associate Jayalalilha. 

President Ramaswamy Venk- 
ata raman said he had agreed to a 
central government's request to 
impose president’s rule and dis- 
solve the Tamil Nadu assembly 
following “the breakdown of 
constitutional machinery in the 
state.” 

Solve 

He said in a statement that 
Tamil .Nadu Governor S.L. 
Khurana, who will rule on New 
Delhi's behalf, had been told to 
call fresh elections as soon as 
possible to solve a battle for 
political supremacy in the state. 

The political turmoil which 
has gripped Tamil Nadu since 
the death of Ramachandran on 



Janaki 

Dec 24 boiled over on Thursday 
when baton-wielding police were 
sent into the state assembly to 
break up unprecedented violence 
.between members. 

Al least 1 2 people were hurt as 
politicians wrenched micro- 
phones from their mountings to 
use them as clubs and hurled 
paperweights and sandals at 
opponents. 

Rnmachandran’s widow Jan- 
aki emerged from the bruising 


session with a vote of confidence. 

Jayalalilha, 40, who claimed 
overwhelming grassroots sup- 
port in the Ail India Anna 
Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam 
(AIADMK) party, and the 
opposition Congress (1) had 
demanded that New Delhi step in 
to impose direct rule and call 
elections. 

The move ended 10 years of 
rule by the AIADMK founded 
by Ramachandran and over 
which the film star turned 
politician towered until his death 
aged 70. 

MGR, as he was always 
known, was a crucial supporter 
of efforts to end a Tamil separat- 
ist war in Sri Lanka. 

And continuing support from 
Tamil Nadu, home to India's 50 
million Tamils, is considered 
vital in New Delhi to the success 
of the Indo-Sri Lankan aocord 
signed last July under which 
Indian troops are deployed in Sri 
Lanka.

Trjbals massacre 30 
people in Tripura 


NEW DELHI, Jan 30, (Agen- 
cies): Tribal rebels shot and 
killed 30 people in four attacks in 
northeastern Tripura state, the 
United News of India reported 
today. 

Authorities blamed the kill- 
ings on the Tribal National 
Volunteers, an outlawed group 
seeking a separate state, the news 
agency said. The group has been 
blamed for at least 61 killings this 
year. 

The rebels claim that the 18 
tribes in Tripura have been cul- 
turally and economically over- 
whelmed by settlers from West 
Bengal state and neighbouring 
Bangladesh. 

The victims were Bengalis set- 
tled in the state, UNI said. 
Tripura is about 1,500 
kilometres (930 miles) southeast 
of New Delhi. ’ 

UNI said the victims of the 
shootings last nighl included 
women and children but did not 
give any further details. 

Tripura, which holds state 
government elections Feb 2, was 
declared a “disturbed area” yes- 
terday by the federal govern- 
ment. 


The declaration, ordered after 
an election tour of the state by 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi, 
gives the government sweeping 
powers to search, detain and 
interrogate suspects. 

During his visit, Rajiv ruled 
out a political dialogue with 
TNV leader Bijoy Kumar Hran- 
gkhawl, an approach favoured 
by the state's government. 

Rajiv also told reporters in the 
state capital, Agartala, that Ban- 
gladesh had not kept a promise 
to suppress TNV guerrillas shel- 
tering in its territory. 

Government officials in 
Dhaka denied Bangladesh aided 
the rebels. 

An official statement in New 
Ddhi said the tribal rebels were 
planning to disrupt the elections. 

“Violence is directed against 
non-tribals and their objective is 
to create communal tension,” the 
statement said. 

The Marxist Communist 
Party has been in power in tbe 
state since 1977 and currently 
holds 37 seats in the 60-member 
assembly. Rajiv's Congress 
Party holds 1 2 seats. 


20 Palestinians 
shot and wounded 
by Israeli troops 


TEL AVIV, Jan 30. (Agencies): 
Israeli troops shot and wounded 
about 20 Palestinian protesters 
in the occupied West Bunk loday 
in the first major outbreak of 
unrest in two weeks, hospital 
offirials said. 

Around 20 Palestinians were 
brought to the Al lilihad hospital 
in Nablus with gunshot wounds 
after clashes between troops and 
protesters who burned lyres and 
hurled stones. 

Two of the demonstrators 
were seriously wounded, the hos- 
pital offirials told Reuters. 

They said the casualties 
included an 1 1 -year-old boy hit 
in the neck and a 13-year-old hit 
in the hand. 

Another five Palestinians were 
wounded by rubber bullets and 
six women suffered from tear gas 
inhalation during the clashes in 
Nablus, they said. 

A doctor at one Nablus hosp- 
ital said eight people wounded by 
live fire had been admitted for 
treatment.- 

Barred 

After a morning of protests 
the Army declared Nablus a 
“closed military zone” and 
barred journalists from the area. 

A military spokesman said 
Nablus was closed to allow ten- 
sions to ease. 

Also today, a curfew was slap- 
ped on the UN-run Balata 
refugee camp outside Nablus 
after troops used rubber bullets 
and tear gas to break up demon- 
strations, the military spokes- 
man said. He said Israeli troops 
shot and wounded at least eight 
Palestinians today. 

Palestinian sources said 
troops using live ammunition 
and rubber bullets wounded 25 
people. 

In Gaza city, an Israeli soldier 
shot and seriously- wounded a 
Palestinian in the chest after he 
tried to grab his weapon during a 
demonstration, an Army spokes- 
woman said. 

Protest 

She said a 17-year-old woman 
was also slightly injured in the 
hand during the clash, in which 
several protesters hurled metal 
pipes at soldiers who demanded 
they clear the road of blockades 
of stones and burning tyres. 

Palestinian sources said an 
Arab man aged 22 and a 20-year- 
old woman were shot and woun- 
ded by troops in Gaza when 
Palestinians gathered to protest 


against soldiers who stormed 
homes and beat people. 

Israel radio said troops disper- 
sed some 50 Pa lest iniun youths in 
Palestine Square in Gaza by 
beating them with clubs. 

Hospital olfirials said al least 
40 Palestinians injured by beat- 
ings were brought to the Shifa 
and Ahli hospitals in Gaza. 

In Nablus, press photogra- 
phers said thousands of residents 
danced on rooftops, shouting 
anti-Israeli slogans, and used 
slingshots to burl stones at A rmy 
helicopters dropping tear gas 
grenades on the market town. 
Scores of people waved Palestin- 
ian flags. 

Today's protests followed 
diplomatic moves, spurred by 
the worst violence in 20 years of 
Israeli occupation, to find a 
political solution to the Palestin- 
ian problem. 

Urged 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir urged the United States 
today to press Jordan and Egypt 
to hold direct negotiations with 
Israel on Palestinian self-rule in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

In an interview’ with Israel 
radio, Shamir said Washington. 
Amman and Cairo could agree 
on a Palestinian delegation to 
peace talks which would work 
tor autonomy in the occupied 
areas. 

The UN Security Council 
agreed last night to consider a 
compromise draft resolution 
calling upon Israel to hall all 
practices that violate the human 
rights of Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. 

The draft was hammered out 
in three days of informal consul- 
tations and will be debated for- 
mally on Monday by the 15- 
member council. 

Guidance 

Diplomats said most of the 
council members had agreed 
upon the text, but that the US 
delegate was seeking guidance 
from Washington. They said the 
United Slates preferred to delay 
a vole until Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak ends his current 
visit to discuss Middle East 
peace. 

The United States takes over 
chairmanship of the Security 
Council on Monday. 

Mubarak has ended his 
Washington visit with assuran- 
ces that the United Stales will

Jordan and PLO will 
work for conference 


AMMAN, Jan 30. (Reuter): Jor- 
dan and the PLO have agreed to 
focus on protests in Israeli- 
occupied lands in a joint Arab 
campaign for a Middle East 
peace conference, both sides said 
today. 

They described their three 
days of talks which ended in 
Amman yesterday as positive 
and said more consultations 
were planned, though no dates 
had been set. 

No agreement was announced 
on resuming a joint PLO-Jordan 
approach to peace that collapsed 
two years ago and a PLO 
delegate said renewing the 
accord had not been the PLO’s 
aim. 

“Frankly, we did not come 
here to discuss a return to the 
accord or to discuss a new 
agreement,” PLO executive 


cuiiiiumtt: member Abdallah 
Hourani told a news conference. 

King Hussein and PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat agreed to 
resume political dialogue at 
November’s Arab League sum- 
mit in Amman . 

Hourani linked this week's 
talks to a decision by Arab 
foreign ministers a week ago to 
form a seven-member team, 
including Jordan and the PLO. 
to forge an Arab peace strategy. 

“We agreed to support the res- 
istance in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip and to coordinate our 
positions in the seven-member 
Arab committee,” Jordan's 
Information Minister Hani Al 
Khasawneh said. "Thedoorsare 
open for more meetings." 

Both sides said they wanted an 
international conference under 
United Nations auspices. 


UAE rules out imposition of income tax 


ABU DHABI. Jan 30. (Reuter): 
The United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) has ruled out imposing 
income lax, a lop government 
official said, becoming the 
second Gulf country to do so 
since Saudi Arabia decreed, then 
revoked, a lax on foreign labour. 

Finance and Industry Under- 
secretary Naser Al Nuweis. in an 
interview with A I Khaleej news- 
paper loday. said neither income 
tax nor foreign loans would be 
sought to shore up an expected 


deficit on the 1988 federal bud- 
get. 

The 1987 budget of $3,897 
billion had a deficit of $745 
million and Nuweis said the 
deficit for 1988 would probably 
be unchanged due to fluctuating 
oil prices. 

Services 

“We are studying ways to 
shore up the deficit, especially 
raising fees on services.” he said. 
“But there is no plan to impose 


tax or seek foreign loans.” 
Bahrain, last Thursday, raised 
taxes on some non-essential 
goods but also ruled out 
introducing income tax. 

The UAE undersecretary did 
not mention the services that 
would be affected. The country 
has already imposed import tax 
and fees on education, residence 
and medical services. 

The fees followed a sharp 
decline in oil revenue because of 
falling prices and production. 


Pressure exerted on abductors 

Syria wants Schray released 


BEIRUT. Jan 30, (AP): Syria's 
military intelligence chief in 
Lebanon was reported today to 
be “exerting pressure” on kid- 
nappers to release a West Ger- 
man hostage whose abduction in 
West Beirut presented a major 
challenge to law-enforcing 
Syrian forces. 

A Syrian source, who refused 
to be -named, said Brig. Gen. 
Ghazi Kenaan arrived in West 
Beirut late Friday and has infor- 
med the kidnappers of West Ger- 
man industrial engineer Ralph 
Schray that the ‘Syrian com- 
mand will deal firmly with 
Sc h ray’s abduction.” 

Kenaan's “message was that 
Syria wants Schray released, the 
sooner the better.” the source 


added. He refused to identify the 
kidnappers or say how was the 
military intelligence chiefs 
reported message conveyed to 
them. 

Kenaan. who came from 
Damascus, the Syrian capital, is 
“already exerting pressure on the 
kidnappers.” the source said. He 
refused to elaborate on the 
remark. 

No group has claimed respon- 
sibility for kidnapping Schray. 
The 30-year-old West German 
was snatched on Wednesday 
while walking across .a sidestreet 
oft West Beirut's Hamra com- 
mercial thoroughfare. 

However, suspicion has 
focused on Shiite Muslim pro- 
Iranian groups involved in many 


of the previous kidnappings of 
foreigners in West Beirut. 

A police spokesman said the 
Syrians have “intensified" their 
checkpoints around predomin- 
antly Shiite districts of .West 
Beirut that are traditional stron- 
gholds for the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah. 

Denied 

“So far, the Syrian moves have 
taken various forms of pressure 
on Hezbollah. The Syrians are 
squeezing Hezbollah areas of 
influence.” said the spokesman. 

The spokesman denied as 
“baseless” reports that the 
Syrians have stormed Hezbollah 
hideouts in West Beirut's dis- 
tricts of Zokak Blatl and Khan- 
daq Al-Ghamiq.

The jury deliberated almost 
three hours Thursday and nearly 
eight hours Friday in the case 
against American Brands Inc.

The suit against the company, 
which manufacatures Pall Mall 
and other brands, was brought in 
1986 by Nathan Horton.

His 
estate continued the case, seek- 
ing S2 million in compensatory 
and S 1 5 million in punitive 
damages. 

Horton smoked two packs of 
untillcrcd Pall Malls a day for 
about 35 years. His videotaped 
testimony, recorded before his 
death, was played at the trial.

BEIJING, Jan 30, (AP): Cam- 
bodia's mercurial resistance 
leader.

Prince 
Ranariddh, who heads Sihan- 
ouk’s military forces to represent

Sihanouk, who last May 
announced he was taking a one 
year “leave of absence" from the 
coalition presidency after accus- 
ing Khmer Rouge forces of 
attacking his own, this time criti- 
cised Son Sann. 

Despite his announced leave 
of absence. Sihanouk continued 
to act as president of the govern- 
ment at diplomatic events. 

Sihanouk linked his rift with 
Son Sann to Sihanouk's recent 
negotiations in Paris with Hun 
Sen, Prime Minister of the Viet- 
nam-installed government in 
Phnom Penh. 

He said Son Sann and his 
Khmer People's National 
Liberation Front (KPNLF) 
“have never ceased their attem- 
pts to discredit me by all means."

He said that in opening talks 
with Hun Sen “to try to find a fair 
solution to this tragic and bloody 
problem of Cambodia" Son

Filipino communists expand hit-list 

Rebels plan to kill US envoy 


MANILA. Jan 30. (AP): Com- 
munist rebels were reported 
today to be considering an assas- 
sination attempt on the US 
ambassador and were threaten- 
ing to kill any foreigner involved 
in Lhe counterinsurgency effort. 

The warnings were made in an 
interview conducted by an Aus- 
tralian journalist with two 
officials of the Alex Boncayao 
Brigade, a Manila-based urban 
guerrilla unit held responsible for 
the murders of scores of police 
and soldiers in the capital last 
year. 

The journalist. Gwen Robin- 
son, is a free-lance writer who 
contributes reports to several 
publications, including the 
South China Morning Post of 
Hong Kong. 

In the interview, two brigade 
spokesmen, identified only by 
the aliases “Sonny” and “Jesse," 
said they were “considering" an 


attempt on the life of US Ambas- 
sador Nicholas PlatL 

“But we will give him ample 
time and warning before we do 
it." Jesse said without elaborat- 
ing. Communist rebels frequen- 
tly have accused the United 
Stales of meddling in Philippine 
affairs. 

The two spokesmen also said 
the list of potential targets was 
being expanded to include 
nationalities other than Filipinos 
and Americans. The rebels 
repeatedly have warned of 
attacks on US troops and 
civilians allegedly involved in the 
government’s fight against the 
guerrillas. 

The rebels ambushed three 
Philippine Constabulary 
troopers today near Cebu dty, 
killing a captain and wounding a

Scientists 
unlock key 
to taste 

BALTIMORE, Jan 30, (UPI): 
Scientists working to unlock 
the biochemical key to taste 
have identified mechanisms 
that appear to trigger the 
widely varying sensations of 
sweet, sour, salty and bitter, 
research showed. 

Discoveries by two research 
groups working independen- 
tly in West Germany and 
Japan indicate intracellular 
substances calling cyclic 
nucleotides are central to the 
reception of sweet tastes,the 
scientists reported in the jour- 
nal Nature. 

"These two papers show much 
more convincing evidence 
that the complexities of tastes 
seem to be related to different 
mechanisms.’’ said Geoffrey 
Gold, an assistant professor 
at Yale University School of 
Medicine. 

Gold said unlocking the bio- 
chemical key to triggering 
specific tastes "has tremen- 
dous applications ... anything 
that will help enhance taste is 
going to have a big commer- 
cial payoff.” 

Researchers at the University of 
Saar in Hamburg, West Ger- 
many, and Asahi University 
in Japan found the injection 
of cyclic nucleotides, which 
are common biochemical 
messengers, into sweet-res- 
ponsive taste cells suddenly 
increased electrical resistance 
in the cell membrane. 


Thousands flee 
as battles rage 
in black camps 


CAPE TOWN, Jan 30. (UPI): 
Refugees streamed 3way from 
Cape Town's battle-ravaged 
KTC squatter camp today after 
fighting that has left two people 
dead and close to 3.000 hornets. 

Black clergyman Allan 
Boesak, Cape Town-based 
president of the World Alliance 
of Reformed Churches, met 
leaders of the feuding factions in 
the nearby Holy Cross Church 
today in an effort to negotiate a 
truce. 

The fighting, the worst since 
bloody battles that left 50 dead 
and more than 50,000 homeless 
in May. 1986, erupted on Thurs- 
day and continued into the night 
Friday. 

Flames lit up the settlement, 
which is part of Lhe pant cros- 
sroads squatter settlement 
established over 10 years ago by 
blacks arriving in defiance of 
laws restricting the free 
movement of black work-seek- 
ers. 

Killing 

Local residents said gangs of 
radical youths attacked suppor- 
ters of the more conservative 
Masincedane group, which is 
trying to set up a municipal-style 
administration in the camp. 

Masincedane leader Storeman 
M3dubele, 40, was killed by 
radical youths shortly after mid- 


day Thursday. The body of 
another black man. believed to 
be from the radical group, was 
dumped outside a police station a 
few hours later. 

Heavily armed police blank- 
eted the squalid shantytown 
today patrolling in armoured 
trucks. They barred reporters 
from the maze ofsandy lanes that 
wind between thousands of 
wood. iron, car board and plastic 
shacks built on sanddunes about 
20 km from the centre of Cape 
Town. 

Hundreds of men, women and 
children walked out of the set- 
tlement carrying small bundles 
of clothing and other posses- 
sions. 

Reporters looking in from 
surrounding hills* said it 
appeared that about 400 shacks 
had been burned since Thursday, 
leaving up to 3.000 people home- 
less. 

The fighting mirrored violence 
that erupted in the settlement 
almost two years ago, pitting 
anti-government “comrades” 
against more conservative adults 
known as the "witdoeke." 

About 50 people, including a 
London-based television 
cameraman, were killed and 
more than 50,000 people were 
left homeless by the destruction 
of some 10,000 shanties. 


Taiwan leader buried 


Thousands attend funeral 


TAIPEI, Jan 30, (Reuter): Tem- 
ple bells tolled and air raid sirens 
wailed as a hearse carrying the 
body of Taiwan's late President 
Chiang Ching-Kuo drove past 
hundreds of thousands of people 
in the sLreets of Taipei today. 

Saffron-robed Buddhist 
monks burning incense lined the 
route as Chiang’s coffin was 
taken from the Martyrs’ Shrine 
in Taipei on the way to a marble 
mausoleum in the countryside, 
near the tomb of his father 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 

The flower-decked hearse was 
flanked by police motorcycle 
outriders, preceded by open 
trucks carrying steel-helmeted 
troops and followed by scores of 
buses carrying mourners to the 
tombatTaHsi. 

As the procession wound 
through the streets of the capital, 
bystanders threw themselves to 
the ground and wept. Others 
knelt silently by the roadside. 

New President Lee Teng-Hui, 
dressed in a flowing silk robe, led 
a memorial service in the Mar- 


tyr's Shrine attended by about 
3,000 government ruling party 
officials and foreign dignitaries. 

Chiang's Russian-born widow 
Faina, who was rushed to hosp- 
ital with heart problems follow- 
ing his death this month, sat 
ashen-faced in a wheelchair alon- 
gside her two sons and a daugh- 
ter. 

The service in the shrine, 
dedicated to those who died in 
China’s 1911 Nationalist revolu- 
tion, was Christian. Both Chiang 
•and his father were Protestants. 

High-schooi choirs sang 
psalms, readings were taken 
from the Bible. The service ended 
in the confucian tradition as the 
congregation bowed three times 
to the brass coffin. 

The streets ofTaipei were lined 
with Buddhist altars stacked 
with fruit as offerings to the soul 
of the President. 

“He always thought of the 
common people. That’s why 
we’ll miss him,” said a 26 year- 
old bystander. 

Chiang was once the feared 


head of the secret police force 
which cracked down on dissent 
in the years after 1949 when the 
Nationalists, led by his father, 
fled to Taiwan from China as the 
communists took over the main- 
land. 

In his later years Chiang 
Ching-Kuo developed a man-in- 
the-street image, making 
frequent trips into the coun- 
tryside dressed casually in a win- 
dcheater and baseball cap. 

More than one million people, 
many of them weeping and sob- 
bing, filed night and day past his 
open coffin in the shrine where it 
was laid in state. 

Chiang died of a heart attack 
on Jan 1 3. He had been suffering 
from diabetes and wore a heart 
pacemaker. 

He spent his final years ram- 
ming democratic changes past a 
reluctant nationalist leadership. 

Before he died the nationalists 
lifted martial law, dropped a 38- 
year-old ban on travel to China, 
relaxed press curbs and agreed to 
tolerate new political parties.

MANAMA. Jan 30, (UPI): 
Saudi Arabia inched toward a 
full embargo against Iran today, 
and an American warship res- 
cued a neutral Yugoslav tanker 
bullied by an Iranian frigate as it 
steamed through the Gulf, 
officials and reports said. 

Saudi Arabian authorities 
today turned back ‘'several’' 
truckloads of Iranian farm 
produce to their point of transit 
in Dubai. UAE after an unde- 
clared Saudi embargo on Iranian 
exports. Arab merchants in the 
region said. 

Arab leaders in November 
condemned Iran for occupying 
Iraqi land and expressed 
solidarity with Iraq and Kuwait, 
but fell short of imposing sanc- 
tions on Iran at the end of an 
Arab League summit in Amman. 

Embargo 

Diplomats said Saudi Arabia 
— whose relations with Iran rea- 
ched an all time low after the July 
3 1 bloody riots in the Saudi holy 
city of Makkah in which at least 
400 pilgrims, mostly Iranians, 
were killed — appeared to be 
inching toward a full embargo on 
Iran. 

“The Saudis are inching 
toward a full embargo against 
Iran,” one diplomat said, “as 
part of wider efforts to force the 
Iranians tc slop the Gulf war.” 

The “wider efforts” include 
recent Saudi attempts to per- 
suade the Soviet Union to 
impose an arms and economic 


embargo on Iran. 

Reports in the Gulf, mean- 
while, said American and French 
warships yesterday rescued a 
Yugoslav freighter being 
“bullied” by an Iranian frigateas 
it steamed through international 
waters off the Dubai coast. 

Iraq said its jets today 
swooped on Iranian positions 
along the waterfront on land, 
inflicting heavy casualties and 
forcing Iranian troops to take 
cover in Iraqi territory. 

The high command in Bagh- 
dad, in a communique carried on 
Baghdad Radio said its forces 
repulsed a second Iranian effort 
to land troops by sea on the nor- 
thern front, killing 61 Iranian 
assault troops. 

Iraq yesterday claimed its jets 
attacked a tanker in the Gulf, the 
fifth Iraqi sLrike on commercial 
vessels in a week, and shipping 
officials said four seamen were 
killed in one of theearlier strikes. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein has blamed Iran for the Wes- 
tern military presence in the 
Arab Gulf region and regretted 
that the stand taken by some 
Arab states do not live up to the 
spirit of the Amman summit. 

Saddam, in a dialogue with the 
Jordanian press and published in 
the Iraqi dailies today, said that 
the Iranian attacks on ships in 
the Gulf initiated the Western 
presence in its waters. 

The US naval presence has 
ensured shipping traffic in and 


out of Kuwait, Saddam said, 
adding it was beneficial in the 
absence of Arab potential to do 
the same job in face of Iranian 
threats to Arab countries in the 
Gulf. 

However, that presence was 
not meant to force Tehran to 
accept the UN Security Council 
resolution 598, he noted. 

The President underlined that 
Iraq is maintaining a strong posi- 
tion at the war front and pointed 
out that the Iranians are launch- 
ing operations every now and 
then in abid to end their isolation 
and to say that they still exist 
Contradicting 
The Iraqi leader said that the 
mi nim um requirement of Arab 
cooperation is that Arabs should 
not get involved in an alliance 
with enemies to the Arab nation. 

He criticised, claims by certain 
Arabs Lhat they maintain 
strategic relations with Iran that 
cannot be changed at a time 
when Iran is launching aggres- 
sion on Iraq and threatening 
other Arab Gulf states. 

Saddam said that Baghdad 
considers such statements as in 
support oflran at the expense of 
the Arab nation and “totally 
contradicting the essence of the 
Amman summit.” 

He wondered whether such 
statements were a return to the 
pre-Amman summit stands oran 
attempt “to blackmail Iranians 
and Arabs to achieve selfish 
gn ds.”

Madame Chiang’s role 
in Taiwan watched

TAIPEI, (AP):Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s curious absence from 
public view since stepson 
President Chiang Ching-Kuo 
died two weeks ago has not dam- 
pened the intense interest in her 
political role as Taiwan changes 
its leadership. 

Some newspapers have repor- 
ted that Madame Chiang, who is 
at least 86 years old, has concer- 
ned herself primarily with her 
stepson's funeral arrangements 
since his death. 

But articles appearing in 
independent and pro-govern- 
ment newspapers Thursday sug- 
gested she was part of an unsuc- 
cessful last-ditch bid to delay 
newly installed President Lee 
Teng-Hui from also leading the 
ruling Nationalist Party. 

Lee is the first native Taiwan- 
ese to be head of the government 
and the party. 

But Lee and Madame Chiang 
met briefly at her residence Thur- 
sday afternoon, and the mass- 
circulation China Tunes said in a 
front-page report Friday the visit 
was expected to dispel rumours 
of differences of opinion. 

Influence 

The country clearly remains 
fascinated by the diminutive but 
strong-willed second wife of 
Nationalist leader Chiang Kai- 
Shek. Her influence was con- 
sidered second only to her hus- 
band's when he led the National- 
ist government on the Chinese 
mainland and, after losing a civil 
war, in exile on Taiwan. 

Madame Chiang left Taiwan 
for a mansion on Long Island in 
New York soon after her hus- 
band's death in 1975, but retur- 
ned in 1986 to attend ceremonies 
marking his 100th birthday. 

She stayed and has lived in 
seclusion at her estate in the 
Taipei suburb of Shihlin, spum- 
ing the public eye and sparking 
speculation she might seek to 
influence Taiwan’s political 
future through behind-the- 
scenes manoeuvring. 

Chiang Ching-Kuo pushed 
forward a political liberalisation 
plan of bringing more native 
Taiwanese into government, 
scrapping martial law, allowing 
opposition political parties, cas- 
ing press restrictions and ending 
a ban on travel to mainland 
China. 

Some senior members of the 
Nationalist Party, or Kuomin- 
tang, who were contemporaries 
of Chiang Kai-Shek opposed the 
changes, feeling they eroded 
their authority, but there was no 
indication of Madame Chiang's 
position. 

Many Taiwanese were surpr- 
ised when Madame Chiang did 
not appear at memorial services 
for Chiang Ching-Kuo, her hus- 
band’s eldest son by his first wife, 
along with other family mem- 
bers. 

However, she did send a floral 


cross that was displayed promin- 
ently at the main altar to her 
stepson and reportedly selected 
his burial site. 

The independent Liberty 
Times on Monday quoted 
unnamed sources close to 
Madame Chiang as saying that 
she had no ambition — “her 
heart was like still water" — and 
that asking her to intervene in 
politics would go beyond her 
wishes and capability. 

But political observers gen- 
erally view Madame Chiang, 
who is chairman of the party's 
central advisory committee, as 
maintaining strong influence 
over the powerful but dwindling 
number of old-guard party mem- 
bers loyal to her husband. 

Some analysts, meanwhile, 
claim conservatives have sought 
her help in opposing the reform 
programme and limiting the 
power of President Lee. her step- 
son’s protege. 

“Madame Chiang's moves 
will Be closely watched," the 
independent Morning Post said 
in a headline over a commentary. 

The commentary was beside a 
report that indicated Madame 
Chiang was involved in a bid to 
stop party leaders from carrying 
out their plan to name President 
Lee acting nationalist party chief 
on Wednesday. 

Delay 

The newspaper reported top 
officials agreed to delay the vote 
after receiving a last-minute let- 
ter and phone call from the “Shi- 
hlin residence," a reference to 
Madame Chiang or supporters 
acting on her behalf. 

The “residence” said a vote 
was inappropriate during the 30- 
day mourning period for Chiang 
Ching-Kuo. the report said. 

Only after deputy secretary 
James Soong gave an impas- 
sioned speech in support of Lee 
at a closed-door meeting of the 
Nationalist central standing 
committee did the group unan- 
imously name Lee as acting party 
chief, tbenewspaper said. 

The report, which was also 
carried by a pro-government 
-mass-circulated newspaper, 
seems to back up an observation 
made by one analyst two weeks 
earlier. 

Lu-Ya-Li, professor of 
political science at National 
Taiwan University, said that 
although Madame Chiang is res- 
pected in top-level nationalist 
circles, she “will not have con- 
trolling influence." 

The China Times, a pro-gover- 
nment newspaper, earned a 
similar report, but on Friday ran 
.a front-page stoiy saying a 30- 
minute Thursday afternoon 
meeting in which Lee sought 
Madame Chiang’s opinion on 
party affairs was “harmonious.” 

The newspaper also said Lee 
visited Madame Chiang shortly 
after he became president and it 
quoted her as saying the new 
leader was “determined, sin- 
cere.” 


Beaten indiscriminately

SHUFAT, Occupied West 
Bank. (AP): Riot police dragged 
Palestinians from their beds and 
beat them in a refugee camp, des- 
pite a policy that permits blows 
only on rioters during violence, 
residents and a United Nations 
official said. 

They said 64 Arabs were 
injured when beaten with trun- 
cheons during a nigh t raid of this 
camp. The Palestinians said it 
was the second such raid in a 
week. 

During the three-hour roun- 
dup. which lasted until 1 am 
Friday, hundreds of men and 
boys were forced to Ue face down 
in a garbage dump, aocording to 
one detainee, 15-year-old 
Mohammed Nima. 

The Arab-owned Palestine 
Press Service said 10 Palestinians 
were arrested at the camp, five 
miles (8 kms) north of occupied 
Jerusalem. 

To end seven weeks of unrest 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, the Israeli Army has 
entered refugee camps to arrest 
Palestinians suspected of ins- 
tigating riots. Bui camp residents 
claim the Army randomly breaks 
into and damages Palestinian 
homes at night, and indiscrimin- 
anily beats Arabs. 

Investigates 

Maj. Gen. Amram Mitzna, 
military commander of the West 
Bank, said the Army has court- 
martialed several Israeli soldiers 
and transferred others for beat- 
ing Palestinians in violation of an 
Army and police policy that per- 
mits blows to be used only on 
rioters during violence. 

Mitzna said violations were 



not widespread and that the 
Army investigates every com- 
plaint. 

“We are dealing with this issue 
24 hours a day,” Mitzna told 
foreign reporters. 

Mitzna said the Army had to 
instill fear into the Palestinians, 
and as a result: “1 often don’t feel 
so well when 1 wake up in the 
morning." 

Police Commissioner David 
Krauss said some riot police have 
also been pul on trial for viola- 
tions, while others were trans- 
ferred.

“I fainted and when I woke up 
I found myself in (Mukassad) 
hospital." Qawasmi said. He said 
he was treated and released.

Reagan remains a major player

WHAT is so extraordinary 
about President Reagan as he 
begins his last year in office is that 
he is still a major player on the 
national and international stage. 

A few months ago he was 
referred to as a “lame duck” as 
American presidents are 
traditionally referred to at this 
late stage in their presidential 
career. 

Itisasymbolicway to indicate 
the decline of their political 
powers. But the warmth, even 
affection, with which he and his 
State of the Union address were 
received by Congress were an 
indication that he may still be 
able to achieve quite a lot in his 
final year in the White House. 

It is quite remarkable how he 
has managed to overcome such 
setbacks as the crisis over his 
attempL to swap weapons for 
hostages with Iran and the big- 
gest stockmarket crash since 
World War II. 

He lost a good deal of public 
confidence but not public affec- 
tion. The best proof of political 
strength is that none of the 
Republican presidential can- 
didates are running against the 
policies he has been advocating. 

And none of the presidential can- 
didates are holding the kind of 
public attention he still does. 

He is still the most important 
Republican on the political 
stage. The Intermediate-range 
Nuclear Forces (INF) treaty, the 
first substantial arms reduction 
treaty, he negotiated with Soviet 
general secretary Mikhail Gor- 
bachev of course is a great boost 
to his prestige. 

All the indications are that it is 
a highly popular achievement 
with the American public. 

Ratification 

The ratification proceedings 
of the treaty are the first item on 
the congressional agenda, in fact, 
they are already in full swing. The 
drama is unfolding on three dif- 
ferent stages: the Senate foreign 
relations committee, the armed 
services committee and the select 
committee on intelligence. 

The men who are setting the 
stage are Secretary of State 
George Shultz, Secretary of 
Defence Frank Cariucri and the 
joint chiefs of staff. 

They are all seeing eye to eye 
now that former Secretary of 
Defence Caspar Weinberger 
chose to retire. 

What is giving Reagan added 
strength in his last year is the fact 
that virtually all the radical con- 
servatives have left the adminis- 
tration. It is not anymore an 
ideologically divided adminis- 
tration. 

Carlucci. in particular, is 
engaged in quite a courageous

house cleaning in the Pentagon. 
He and Shultz operate on the 
same wave length. 

Thus one of the ironies of the 
situation is that an administra- 
tion that used the sharpest anti- 
communist ritetoric and initiated 
the biggest military build up in 
peace-time history, is now 
imploring a Senate, where the 
Democrats are in themajority, to 
put its seal on the most far-reach- 
ing treaty ever negotiated with 
the Soviet Union. 

There is little doubt that the 
President has the support of a 
two-thirds majority of the Senate 
needed for ratification. 

His problem will be to muster 
enough votes to stave off what 
are called “killer” amendments 
designed to force renegotiations 
of the treaty (which is impossi- 
ble) or to destroy it. The leader 
among the “killer” is Senator 
Jesse Jones, the leading 
Republican on the Senate 
foreign relations committee. 

Kissinger 

The second most dangerous 
opponent of the treaty is not a 
member of Congress, it is former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger. He argues that the treaty will 
weaken the West's nuclear 
deterrence and that in turn could 
lead to West Germany seeking to 
escape into neutrality. Paul 
Nitze, the senior State Depart- 
ment adviser on arms control, 
makes no bones about how 
furious he is with Kissinger’s 
position. 

Although Kissinger told him 
that he would not oppose 
ratification, because it would be 
catastrophic if Congress rejected 
another arms control treaty, he 
nevertheless provides the 
opposition with weighty enough 
arguments that could hurt 
ratification. 

What is quite piquant about 
this conflict between Nitze and 
Kissinger is that it was Nitze who 
in the early seventies bitterly 
opposed the ratification of the 
Salt II Treaty which Kissinger 
had laboured hard to negotiate 
with the Soviets. 

Kissinger and others have 
claimed that the European allies 
arc secretly unhappy about the 
I N F Treaty . But the most respec- 
ted European leader. Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher, denied 
in interviews on American telev- 
ision that the allies are opposed 
to INF and that, speaking for 
herself, she strongly favoured the 
treaty’s ratification. 

Once again she iscoming to the 
aid of her special friend, Reagan 
Visit 

The biggest event in Reagan's 
life this year will be his visit to the 
Soviet Union. It will certainly be

be reassuring to him 
Most surprising, perhaps, was 
a message of official condolences 
from Beijing. Experts, familiar 
with Taiwan-China relations, go 
even so far as to say that the

the “biggest show on earth,” as 
they used to say about Bamum 
Bailey’s circus. 

The President in his State of 
the Union message sounded sur- 
prisingly confident that progress 
with a 50 per cent reduction in 
strategic nuclear missiles could 
be achieved at the Moscow sum- 
mit. Virtually all the technical 
experts tell me that this would be 
exceedingly difficult, but the 
President is said to pressure the 
bureaucracy to such an extent 
that some concrete result may 
emerge. 

Who would have expected, 
even a year ago, that Reagan, 
who showed little interest in 
Foreign affairs, would look for 


his triumphs in this field and in 
negotiations with the Soviets. 

The second most important 
battle with Congress will be over 
the protectionist trade bill. The 
President said in his State of the 
Union address that “protection- 
ism is destructionism." But 
members of Congress are deter- 
mined to pass a trade bill. 

They are convinced that it 
would be politically popular and 
help them in the elections. 
Representative Richard 
Gephardt, the Democrat from 
Missouri, is a telling case. 

He added an amendment to 
the House bill that is its most 
controversial feature. It is direc- 
ted against Japan, South Korea. 


Jgn in Iowa and it has helped 
im to become the leading can- 
didate in the first electoral test, 
the Iowa caucus, as it is called, 
because it does not involve the 
entire state’s electorate, as does 
for instance, the New Hampshire 
primary election next month. 

The President, however, bas 
vowed to veto a protectionist 
trade bill. The problem Congress 
is facing, therefore, is to pass a 
bill that is sufficiently moderate 
for the President to sign iL 

But moderation is not easy to 
achieve when so many members 
of Congress insist on their pet 
protectionist measures that mat- 
ter in their own states. 

Congressman Tom Foley, the 
influential chief whip of the 
House, told me that he did not 
think that Congress would be 
able to restrain itself enough to 
pass the kind of moderate bill, 
the President would not veto. 

Silence 

Hie big question, therefore, 
will be whether a protectionist 
trade bill, with ail its dangerous 
side-effects, will come into being. 

Judging by Foley’s prediction, 
it will not, nevertheless the out- 
come is very hard to predict, it 
may remain in doubt to the very 
last. 

Those who remember the 
fervour, political and sentimen- 
tal, with which Reagan extolled 
the independence ofTaiwan. and 
the American commitment to the 
security of the island, will be 
utterly surprised by the calm, 
even silence that followed the 
death last week of President 
Chiang Ching-Kuo.the son of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Sfaek. 

One reason was that Taiwan's 
economic prosperity is the 
greatest success stoiy of the 
Third World, achieved on its 
own terms.

UNITED NATIONS. (AP): The 
Soviet Union, which once regar- 
ded this world forum with susp- 
icion. has launched a vigorous 
public relations campaign to 
promote the United Nations, 
play a larger role and build a new 
Soviet image of cooperation . 

Moscow is paying its back 
dues and calling for a UN naval 
peacekeeping force in the Gulf. 
Diplomatic observers say the 
Soviets have moderated their 
traditionally strident language 
against IsraeL 

While strongly opposing 
Israel's policies and its handling 
of recent violence in its occupied 
territories, the Soviet Union has 
devoted most of its effort to call- 
ing for an international peace 
conference on the Middle East. 

Moscow has gotten high 
marks for cooperation, com- 
promise and a new style during 
the current session of the world 
body. But its peace offensive has 
faced skepticism in the West, and 
Western diplomats say its 
achievements fell short of its 
objectives. 

However. Ambassador Alex- 
ander M. Belonogov, permanent 
Soviet UN representative, called 
the session highly successful and 
said his delegation would con- 
tinue its pragmatic, non- 
polemic, high-profile politick- 
ing. 

Forthcoming 

The new Soviet approach, 
observers say. contrasts sharply 
with Soviet ideological intran- 
sigienceand tough rhetoric of the 
past. 

Canadian Ambassador Ste- 
phen Lewis called the new Soviet 
performance and attitude “a 
complete metamorphosis" and 
said, "it augurs well for future 
collaboration." 

“The Soviets were forthcom- 
ing, compliant, anxious to 
please, willing to withdraw 
things, willing to listen, submit 
different clauses, jettison things, 
ofler amendments, offer original 
ideas and generally to participate 
more fully," he said in an 
interview. 

“They were willing to do 


almost anything to win favour, 
get measures adopted by concen- 
sus and play a larger role,” 
Ambassador Lewis said. “But 
what is most telling about Soviet 
blandishments is that they were 
emphatically refuted on almost 
every single front.” 

In a major article in Septem- 
ber. Soviet Communist Party 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev said 
the United Nations should be at 
the forefront in renovating inter- 
national relations, promoting 
disarmament and implementing 
“new political thinking.” 

To that end. Soviet diplomats 
have become much more accessi- 
ble here and Soviet news con- 
ferences are common. 

Paid 

The Soviet Union paid its bud- 
get arrears of 528 million, and 
has started paying back dues of 
SI 97 million for peacekeeping 
forces. The United States, the 
largest UN contributor, still 
owes S25 i million and has been 
withholding funds because it 
considers the organisation to be 
inefficient and biased against the 
West. 

Moscow cooperated with the 
other four permanent members 
of the Security Council who, in a 
rare show of unity, adopted a 
resolution demanding a cease- 
fire in the Jran-Iraq war. The 
Soviets have shown little enth- 
usiasm since, however, for a 
second resolution that could call 
for an arms embargo against 
Iran. 

The Soviet Union, which says 
it is eager to withdraw troops 
from Afghanistan, also suppor- 
ters UN mediation aimed at rea- 
ching a political settlement and 
military pullout. 

The Soviet Union hasn’t 
avoided setbacks at the Unhed 
Nations. Moscow was outgun- 
ned overwhelmingly on crucial 
votes calling for a Soviet troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan, 
criticising the human rights 
situation in Afghanistan and 
calling for withdrawal of Soviet- 
backed Vietnamese troops from 
Kampuchea. 

The Soviets lobbied intensely 
to water down (he Afghanistan 
resolution, but two more nations 


voted for troop withdrawal than 
at the previous session. 

"We are very satisfied with the 
results of the session,” Belon- 
ogov said. “The percentage of 
decisions we could not support is 
very small . .. but I am worried bry 
the tread that the United States is 
more and more out of step with 
the majority. The UN can per- 
form its duties only with the 
widest possible cooperation 
among member states." 

But US and Western 
diplomats said that the Soviet 
Union did not have many con- 
crete achievements to show for 
its new style and intense lobby- 
ing. 

Part 

Robert Immerman, Minister- 
Counsellor of the US mission, 
said Moscow suffered a major 
setback when the General 
Assembly would not start 
implementing its proposed com- 
prehensive new system of inter- 
national peace and security. 
Western diplomats called it 
vague, unnecessary and an 
attempt to rewrite the UN char- 
ier. 

But Belonogov asserted that 
the proposal, the flagship of 
Soviet UN diplomacy, now is fir- 
mly part of the UN agenda. A 
resolution approved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly provides for fur- 


ther dialogue and a report by the 
secretary-general on the subject. 
He said that major Soviet 


achievements included approval 
of numerous disarmament 
initiatives, including resolutions 
opposing the use of force in inter- 
national relations and militarisa- 
tion of outer space, calling for a 
ban on chemical weapons, 
negotiations on reducing armed 
forces and conventional 
weapons. The United States 
voted “no” on most of them, 
generally contending that the 
issues could be better discussed 
in other forums. 

US Ambassador Vernon Wal- 
ters. permanent US represen- 
tative, says the Soviet Union has 
taken a first step in greater UN 
cooperation and unity on the 
Security Council. But he said: 
“We are waiting for the second 
step.” 


ing because it was he who very 
quietly established the basis for a 
rapprochement with Beijing. 

Among other liberalisations 
he permitted exiled mainlanders : 
for the first time to visit relatives 
in China. 

The expectation among 
administration experts is that the 
rapprochement will continue 
unobsiniclively, trade and other 
contacts will grow, with Taiwan 
preserving a more autonomous 
position than Hongkong.

Beijing. I understand, told 
American officials that they had 
to fulfil a contract they signed in 
1985, that they have completed 
the deliveries agreed to and that 
they will not extend the contract. 
The Chinese also claim that they j 
have urged the Iranians not to 
use the missiles against American 
ships and that they believe the 
Iranians will heed their appeal. 

It may not be reassuring to 
those ships flying non- American 
fiags.but at least it makes a con- 
frontation between Iran and the 
United States, which could lead 
to complications in the US Con- - 
gress, less likely.

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Female foetuses aborted 

Indian obsession for sons

BOMBAY. (Reuter): Venkatesh 
sat on the edge of the seat, his 
fingers nervously tapping the 
table as the geneticist examined 
his pregnant wife. 

Venkatesh had brought 
Gauribai 250 km (150 miles) to 
Bombay from their home in 
Sholapur to learn whether she 
was carrying a son or daughter 
before such pre-natal sex-deter- 
mination tests are banned in 
private hospitals in India’s 
Maharashtra state. 

The ban is aimed at preventing 
the deliberate abortion of female 
foetuses, which Indian news- 
papersestimatc happens 36 times 
a day in this country of 800 
million where having sons is an 
obsession. 

“We want a male child,” 35- 
year-old Venkatesh said in an 
interview, adding irritably: “We 
already have four daughters and 
we can’t afford to have one 
more.” 

Gauribai. speaking softly, said 
everybody, including her in-laws 
and parents, wanted her to 
produce a son to carry on the 
family business and name. 

Pressure 

“In India women are under 
psychological pressure to 
produce a son”, said Hema 
Furandare. the geneticist who 
runs the Birth Defects Centre in 
Bombay, one of about 250 such 
clinics in India's commercial 
capital. 

Pu ran da re said the proposed 
restrictions on amniocentesis 
tests announced by the Mahara- 
shtra government on New Year’s 
Eve had intensified efforts by 
some couples to conceive in 
advance of the deadline, which 
officials say may be still six to 1 2 
months away. 

Study 

Women’s groups have wel- 
comed the move, but say that 
unless India passes a similar law 
nationwide, clinics will just shift 
their operations to neighbouring 
states. 

Amniocentesis was introduc- 
ed in India in 1974 for detecting 
genetic disorders in unborn chil- 
dren, but increasingly it has been 
used for sex-testing and as the 
basis for deciding whether to 
have an abortion. Abortion on 
demand was legalised in 1971. 


Government action followeda 
study by the Centre for Educa- 
tion and Documentation, a 
privately-funded group, which 
said that of 8,000 abortions per- 
formed at six city clinics all but 
one were of female foetuses. 

According to Indian news- 
papers, between 1978 and 1983 
about 78,000 female foetuses 
were aborted in India after such 
tests. 

“U is the case of a good test 
getting a bad name," said gyn- 
aecologist Shard Gogate. “In 
recent years it bas fallen into the 
hands of unscrupulous and ill- 
qualificd people." 

Gogate blamed what he called 
“female foeticide" on the obses- 
sion for male children, which 
often makes Hindu couples turn 
tocounsel “sadhus" or holy men . 

“The woman is always blamed 
if she fails to conceive a male 
child. Men desert wives or marry 
for the second time only to have 
sons,” Gogate said. 

To traditional Hindus, the 
birth of a male child acquires a 
semi-religiousaura. He will grow 
up to support the family, per- 
petuate its name, light his 
parents* funeral pyre when they 
die and perform rituals for their 


souls. 

A female child is considered a 
burden to parents who can be left 
financially ruined after provid- 
ing an expensive dowry and lav- 
ish wedding for their daughter. 

Investment 

“A male child is like a long- 
term investment and couples in 
need of one would not mind 
spending money on tests to make 
sure of it.” said Gogate. “In our 
own study of about 3,000 preg- 
nant women, only one showed 
preference for a daughter." 

The amniocentesis test, and 
abortion if wanted, cost Rs 1 ,000 
to 2.500 rupees (S75 to 190) — a . 
fraction of what many families 15 
would spend in marrying off a 
daughter. 

At least one doctor has come 
out openly to criticise the 
proposed ban. 

Dana Pai, who runs Bombay's 
biggest abortion centre and 
strongly supports the use of 
amniocentesis for sex-determin- 
ation, said legislation would not 
stop the killing of female 
foetuses. 

There was even a danger, he 
said, that more and more couples 
might resort to murdering 
unwanted baby girls after birth.

IT had to happen sooner or 
later, and a s usual, it was my 
own big mouth that got me into 
trouble. When a friend told me 
that he and driver Harry Carr 
were going to enter this 
season's car rallies, but that he 
couldn't co-drive for the first 
rally because he’d be away, I 
immediately said, “Oh, I’ll do 
it!” and forgot about it.

Yet again it looked as if 
we wouldn't start. But my 
hopes were destined to be 
dashed once more. “They'll fix 
it in time,” Harry assured me. 

By this lime 1 was getting the 
definite impression that this 
man was serious, and that we 
really were going to enter the 
rally. Why. we even had 
Hamoor as a sponsor. This 
gave me a splendid opportunity 
to trot out all my favourite fish 
jokes; “Oh Cod,” “What a hat- 
eful thin g to say”, and “I’m 
only entering for the halibut” 
(the less intelligent will have to 
think about that one). I sugges- 
ted that if he really was deter- 
mined to enter the rally, and 
silly enough to have me as his 
co-driver, it might be a good 
idea to geL out and practice. 
Harry seemed to have a great 
deal more faith in my ability to 
read a road book than I had 
myself. 

"Don’t worry," he assured 
roe. “We’ll be able to see the 
tracks of the other cars.” He 
explained that there was simply 
no way he could take time from 
work to practice at that time, 
but added that the RAC Rally 
is run blind, as if this would 
somehow make me feel better. 

The following morning i 
drove out to the rally area in the 
hopes of seeing a driver I knew, 
and persuading him to take me 


round. 1 was fortunate in bum- 
ping into Faez Chihab (not 
literally) and he took me round 
stage two twice. This was a 
great help as there were several 
points where it would have 
been possible to go astray. 
Then we saw Eid Falah about 
to go through the stage in the 
other direction, alone in his 
rally car, and 1 asked ifhe could 
take me through. We covered 
the stage in a horrifying short 
time and I rather suspected that 
Eid was showing off for my 
benefit. However, he was in full 
control of the car, and I came 
away with the impression that 
he is a very- good driver indeed. 

'Problems 

That was al! the practice 
either Harry ormyselfhad. The 
rest of the day was spent wait- 
ing,, either at Lester Feather- 
stonehaugh’s garage, or at the 
KT Club. There were more 
problems. First the gearbox 
was finished, but reverse gear 
was unavailable and then the 
reverse gear was perfectly OK 
— so long as the Pajero was 
permanently in four wheel 
drive. We finally cleared for- 
malities at six o'clock the night 
before the rally and I duly went 
home to panic. 

On the morning of the rally I 
asked myself what on earth I 
thought I was doing. “A 
woman of my age shouldn’t be 
getting herself mixed up in this 
sort of thing,” I told myself 
without any noticeable result. 

Waiting for the rally to start 
was one of the longest hours of

my life, but finally, when we which he suspected stemmed 


were underway, I began to get 
control of my feelings. 1 had 
been around rallies long 
enough to know what I was 
supposed to do, and as far as 
that was concerned, 1 felt I 
already had two main person- 
ality traits which suited me to 
the job I had to perform; I’m 
alm ost obsessively punctual, 
and I’m extremely bossy. 

The first time round stage 
one was demanding. The stage 
is very rough, but we were able 
to get round mainly by follow- 
ing the tracks and with 
occasional verification in the 
road book. Any difficult places 
where we could have gone 
wrong contained passage con- 
trols, so there was no real 
problem. By theend of the stage 
we had alm ost caught the car in 
front. And by the time I was 
handing the time cards to the 
marshalls at the end of the 
stage, I had already thoroughly 
enjoyed myself. 

Realise 

The next stage was a little 
easier, as I already had a con- 
cept of the route and was able to 
describe sections of the track 
ahead to Harry. This time we 
did indeed catch the car ahead 
and overtook it There was a 
camel on the track — we went 
to the left and the othei car 
went to the right; when we 
regained the track we were 
comfortably in front. 

The Hamoor Pajero was run- 
ning well, but Harry was com- 
plaining about a loss of power. 


from the tyres. We duly 
removed the back wheels from 
the service Pajero, and sure 
enough the situation was much 
better and we had much more 
speed at our disposal. 

Stage three saw us reducing 
our previous time by six 
seconds, and nearly coming to 
grief on the very fust dip of the 
stage, where we didn't realise 
there was a drop. We righted 
ourselves and made the mental 
note not to do it so fast the next 
time. The first time through we 
had been forced to slow there 
by a car crossing the track, and 
had been travelling much more 
slowly. Once again we had 
caught and passed the car 
ahead by the end of the stage — 
this time the driver tried not to 
let us through, but there was no 
way they could out-drive Harry 
on the straight. 

We continued to cut our 
times, and on the third time 
through stage 1 we cut nine 
seconds off our first time, and 
on stage 2 we cut seventeen 
seconds. At regrouping we 
were eleventh out — a good 
placing for a standard jeep 
competing against more 
experienced teams and more 
powerful engines. 

Stage 7 was run in reverse 
direction, and once again we 
were in effect driving blind. 
Stage 8 was equally fraught 
particularly as we were now 
travelling much faster, and 
bouncing about till my shoul- 
der ached where the seat belt 
rubbed. It was coming into one 


of my passage controls that my 
seat belt simply worked free, 

and I struggled to refasten it as 

it was an inertial reel belt and 
simply didn't want to co- 
operate. We missed the boards 
in theconfusion and had to stop 
while 1 refastened my belt los- 
ing about ten to 15 seconds. I 
was shortly to be extremely 
glad that I'd refastened it, and 
checked it. 

After regrouping we were 
driving immediately ahead of 
Josef Miskulnig and Klaus 
Scwingenschlocgl in a Nissan 
240 RS, one of the more power- 
ful cars in the rally. The only 
reason we were in front of them 
at all was that they had hit 
problems on the first stage and 
had dropped back to last posi- 
tion. Their ability can be 
gauged by the fact that they had 
clim bed back to 12th position 
in the next five stages, and 
ultimately finished' eighth des- 
pite further gearbox problems. 

Responded 

We were aware that they 
would be able to catch and 
overtake us on that 1 6km stage, 
as there is no way that our com- 
pletely standard and second 
hand Pajero could out run a 
factory rally car. Before the 
previous stage they had been 
joking with us. “Remember to 
let us through,” they had told 
us. “Remember we have a lady 
on board,” we responded 
“We’ll jump, and you can drive 
through underneath,” sugges- 
ted Harry. 

Even so it was only within 
sight of the fiying finish boards 
that 1 glanced back and spotted 
them coming up behind us. 
Harry felt that we could beat 
them to the finish. Josef said 
later that he could see that we 
were racing and didn't try to 
overtake us, moving over to 
keep as much distance between 
us as possible. 

He was a good deal wiser 
than we were. We were running 
blind on that stage, as it was the 
first time we haa covered it in 
reverse direction. At the very 
end of the stage, within ten or 
15 metres of the boards, there 
was a major bomp — later I was 
to watch Al Wazzan fly over it 
with his usual panache.

Seconds before the rdL 

I’m told we landed, then flip- 
ped. I can remember being 
aware that we were rolling, but 
I had no time to feel afraid. AH I 
was aware of was falling fust to 
my side, then right over to 
Harry’s side, with the winds- 
creen breaking but not. fortun- 
ately, shattering completely. 

We were bounced up and down 
and my head hit the roof at least 
twice. 

Then almost before I knew it 
we were back on the wheels, 
with Abdul Nasser Younes, 
apparently more shaken than 
us, at the door, asking if we 
were alright. 

“I’m told that I promptly 
picked up the precious tone

In the meantime, a few peo- 
ple told me that they had the 
roll recorded on film. F d like to 
remind them that I’m very

How do you treat a lead out of 
urn? Tournament director Harry 
Goldwater offered a theory that has 
become known in the trade as Gold- 
water’s Law: “When you get a lead 
out of turn, accept it. If the player 
isn’t good enough to know whose 
lead it is, what makes you think he 
knows enough to make the right 
lead?” Declarer ignored this sage 
advice, and paid the price. 

North-South bought a competi- 


tive auction at four hearts. As the 
cards lie, four spades would go 
down only one trick, but that is only 
because of the fortuitous lie of the 
diamond suit. 

Against four hearts, East led the 
three of spades when West was on 
opening lead. Declarer did not like 
the look of his three spade losers, so 
he exercised his rights and barred a 
spade lead. 

The lead now reverted to West, 
who led the five of clubs. The play 
was soon over. East won the ace of 
- clubs and returned the nine of clubs, 
a suit preference signal showing a 
spade reentry, for his partner to 
ruff. West dutifully underled his 
ace-king of spades, so East was able 
to win the queen and give his part- 
ner a second club niff. That was just 
enough to defeat the contract. 

Observe that, with a spade lead 
from either defender, the contract 
cannot be defeated. Even if the de- 
fenders shift to a club at trick two. 
West can get only one club ruff — he 
has no way to get back to East for 
another niff. So the defenders can 
get no more than three tricks.

MANILA, (Reuter): Battle-

“Malaria is the number one 
filler and the worst enemy of 
the soWierv” said marine ser- 
geant Antonio Lilam, who has 
sp&t most of his 12 years in 
cSfoim fighting the commun- 
ists. 

“Thetoajonty of our casual- 
ties die of disease.” 

No figure is available on the 
number, of soldiers who have 
died of disease in the 19-year- 
old guerrilla war. Officials say 
military statistics show only the 
names of those killed in battle. 
Defence Secretary Fidel 
Ramos said on television early 
this month, when he was still 
armed forces chief of staff, that 
3,700 people died in fighting in 
1987 ; a;daily average of 4.6 
rebels, three soldiers and 2.6 
civilians: 

LOanttold Reuters: “Only a 
few die irt arnbushes because 
mostly ii is the supply runs that 
get attacked. But in an ambush 
you have only a five-per-cent 


chance of surviving.** 

He was speaking mside Army 
headquarters in a Manila 
suburb where the Marines and 
Scout Rangers, the elite special 
forces combating the insur- 
gents, are based. 

Weapon 

The 6,200-strong Marines 
and the 2,000 “quick-reaction" 
Scout Rangers are the govern- 
ment's major weapon against

“Tip hard fife in the jungle 
makes our operations against 
the enemy difficult,” said major 
Taiib Hassan, who was awar- 
ded the distinguished conduct 
star in 1978 for gallantry in 
action. 

He said soldiers could starve 
in the jungle because they might 
bring provisions for only a few 
days but an operation could 
theogo on for weeks. 

“There are times when you 
cannot take off your boots for 
weeks and many soldiers can- 
not walk after a long operation 
because of foot disease,” Has- 
san said. 

Scout Rangers, who operate 
in small units on search and 



PRESIDENT Aquino wants to 
wipe out the garbage dump 
called “Smokey Mountain” in 
Balut, Tondo. But that's easier 
said than done because of some 
20,000 scavengers who live on 
it. 

As part of its ambitious long- 
term plan to remove all open 
dump sites, in the metropolis, 
the government also intends to 
relocate the scavengers to 
cleaner surroundings and 
provide them with other ways 
to make a living. 

Metro Manila acting gover- 
nor Elfiren Cruz said that the 
Comprehensive Solid Waste 
Management Programme, a 
product of three-month study, 
envisions a “dean and san- 
itary” Metro Manila free of 
dumpsites in the next three 
years. 

The dumpsites, Cruz added, 
will be replaced with “sanitary 
landfills" in Carmona, Cavite 
and another one in the eastern 
part of Manila, near the Manila 
Bay. 

The plan involves a drastic 
improvement in collection of 
garbage, 'the replacement of 
open garbage trucks with 
“compactor trucks” and the 
relocation of scavengers, Cruz 


said. 

The programme also calls for 
the establishment of livelihood 
projects for the thousands of 
scavengers who are bound to 
lose their means of livelihood 
with the removal of the 
“Smokey Mountain” and 
other open dumpsites, he 
added. 

The project costs SI 00 
million, which is expected to 
come from existing govern- 
ment budget and foreign organ- 
isations like the World Bank. 

Originally, Cruz said, the 
plan was intended for 
implementation overlive years, 
but the President “wanted to 
shorten it.” He said Aquino 
particularly wanted the 
“Smokey Mountain” removed i 
in two years. 

The area will be levelled off to 
give way to either a park or an 
industrial community, Cruz 
added. 

He said that the government 
has prepared a comprehensive 
programme for scavengers like 
skills training. 

At least 10 per cent of the 
scavengers wifi be relocated 
yearly. Government housing 
projects will accommodate 
them, Cruz said.

Rations 

Soldiers are given field 
rations but many would rather 
wait until they find rice, the 
staple food in the Philippines.

Manila aims for 20 markets 


By Margie Qolmpo 

THE Philippines government 
wifi not adopt new policies to 
increase exports but will con- 
centrate on 20 major markets 
with sufficient purchasing 
power. 

The expected recession in the 
US will nave only a minimal 
effect on the country’s exports, 
officials and businessmen said. 

According to trade and 
industry undersecretary Raul 
A. Boncan, the 20 markets 
include US, members of the 
European Economic Com- 
munity, Japan, Canada and the 
Middle East. 

Efforts to tap new markets ■ 
are hindered by shortage of 
commercial attaches overseas, 
said Boncan. Although the 


Centre for International Trade 
Expositions and Missins Inc 
ana the Philippine Inter- 
national Trading Corporation 
have been helping promote 
exports, the country remains 
largely dependent on Filipino 
commercial attaches to push 
export products. 

Reason 

At present there axe only 22 
commercial attache posts as 
compared with 63 in 1981. The 
reduction was made due to the 
devaluation of the peso. 
Another reason was the return 
on investment in the form of 
demand generated for the 
country’s products had been 
inadequate. 

Boncan said six new posts 
mil be created this year with the 
approval of President Aquino, 
■file budget will be increased 


from 45 million pesos to 140 
million pesos. 

Commercial Attaches will be 
sent to Kobe, Osaka, Japan; 
Brussels, to cope with EEC 
countries, one to Saudi Arabia 
or Abu Dhabi; Italy and Ger- 
many. 

Exporters, particularly those 
in the small mid medium scale 
sector, have received assistance 
from the Bureau of Export 
Trade Promotions. 

The Foreign Trade Service 
Corps made a total of 2^02 
direct sales calls to overseas 
buyers. It completed 82 
strategic market researches and. 
matched 1,440 exporters with 
foreign buyers. 

The final industry reports 
expect the country's exports to 
be between $5.5 billion to $5.7 
billion.

Filipino labour export 
is major dollar earner 


By CL. Leones 

PHILIPPINE emigration, 
began at the turn of the century 
and continued right up to the 
end of i he American colonial 
rule in 1945. Filipinos migrated 
to the United States, -par- 
ticularly Hawaii, California, 
and Alaska, to work as pickers 
of apples, oranges, grapes, and 
pineapples. This is a continuing 
phenomenon. 

With an economy unable to 
provide the jobs for a growing 
labour force, there was a 
second wave of migration after 
World War II. This time by war 
veterans, their families and 
relatives of earlier migrants 
who had become American 
citizens or had gained perman- 
ent residence status. From 1 945 
to 1 965, in fact, an estimated 2.8 
million Filipinos migrated to 
US. 

What we are witnessing 
today is the third wave, which 
covers the years 1966 to the 
present. While the US has 
always been a major destina- 
tion, the construction boom in 
the Arab countries, fueled by 
the petro dollars, caused a sig- 
nificant shift in the concentra- 
tion of migrant workers to the 
Middle East. From a mere 
1,863 in 1971, the number of 
Filipino overseas contract 
workers processed by the 
POEA peaked to 434.207 in 
1983. The figure was down to 
414,461 in 1986, partly because 
fall in oil prices, but significant 
enough to earn for the 
Philipines dose to $700 million 
every year. For a country allot- 
ing nearly half of its annual 
revenue to pay off$28 billion in 
foreign debts, that’s not pean- 
uts. 

Industry 

Themanpower export indus- 
try has grown over the years 
and, with over two million 
Filipino workers now overseas, 
is considered one of the coun- 
try's major industries. A slow- 
down in construction projects 
in OPEC countries may have 
reduced the number of overseas 
contract workers to these 
places but growing demand in 
Asia, Europe, Africa, and the 
other parts of the world is 
slowly filling the void. 


There has been a steady 
market for Filipino entertain- 
ers and domestic helpers, for- 
example, in Japan, Hongkong, 
and Singapore. An overview of 
the industry by Eduardo A. 
Palabrica. president of the 
Philippine Association of 
Service Exporters, Inc., is 
encouraging: 

“In the 70s, the demand for 
unskilled and semi-skilled 
workers In the Middle East was 
remarkably high. As the 
projects were completed, 
however, the demand shifted to 
highly skilled workers. To meet 
this new market demand, man- 
power export planners must 
review their programmes and 
targets. 

“The truth is that more 
importers now prefer workers 
with multi-skills and the best 
way to meet this new market is 
for us to upgrade worker skills. 
We have to do this if we are to 
keep our competitive edge in 
the international manpower 
market. 

“The nation's labor condi- 
tions, policies of the Philippine 
Overseas Employment Admin- 
istration, and the requirements 
of the international labour 
market also make it necessary 
for all industry participants to 
consolidate. To this end. 
PAS El has undertaken infor- 
mation campaigns and organ- 
isational expansion activities.” 
Services 

Now in its seventh year, the 
140-member PASEI, explains 
Palabrica, “is dedicated to the 
professionalisation of the 
industry.” Its services include, 
among other things, represen- 
tation of the industry on leg- 
islative matters, seminars for 
both management and prosp- 
ective and ready-to-Ieave con- 
tract workers, entrepreneur- 
ship seminars for returning 
workers, legal services, a manp- 
ower pool, and an anti-illegal 
recruitment campaign. 

Adds PASEI Secretary Gen- 
era] Ricardo Lopez Jr : “Since 
its inception, PASEI has been 
launching numerous projects 
and activities designed to 
professionalise, directly and 
indirectly, the industry and 
broaden the overseas 
employment opportunity base. 
It has also offered sodo-dvic 


projects and seminars which 
have benefited the families and 
dependents of overseas con- 
tract workers. 

*[The association is also 
active in working for reforms 
on such long-standing issues as 
accreditation of job orders, 
placement fees, wages and ben- 
efits, licensing, trimming down 
of licensed agencies, and 
Filipinisation of ihe industry. 
Part of the rationalisation and 
professionalisation process 
includes such PASEI initiatives 
as the weeding out of undesira- 
ble recruitment outfits, sectoral 
consultations, and formulation 
of policies responsive to indus- 
try demands.” 

Exports 

The book notes, labour 
export is a major dollar-earner 
and a big boost for the Philip- 
pines, with its staggering $28 
trillion debt and a huge army of 
unemployed. Even so, these 
skilled workers — doctors, nur- 
ses. and engineers — are 
depriving the country of its 
most precious asset: skilled 
labour. This deprivation, furth- 
ermore, is already being felt in 
some of the most important 
sectors of the economy and that 
this will have a negative effect in 
the long run. “Although 
dollars are earned from the 
labour trade,” it adds, “the 
long-term costs are likely to 
outwright any benefits." 

Not so, says, PASSE1 VP 
and head of the Philippine Per- 
sonnel Centre Jay Fideli A. 
Francisco. “Our options are 
dear Eitherwe keep our skilled 
workers idle and unproductive 
at home or we send them 
wherever they're needed to 
earn the foreign exchange we 
need. Skills, after all. are a ren- 
ewable resource. 

“By supplying the world's 
manpower demand.” adds the 
27-year-old executive, “there's 
a good chance we will soon 
have the industries that will, in 
turn, create the jobs for all our 
skilled workers who, thanks to 
our superior educational sys- 
tem, we can turn out almost at 
will. Manpower export will 
earn the dollars needed by our 
industries which, in time, will 
create the jobs for all our skilled 
workers.’*

of weak growth. 

The newspaper quoted a US 
official as saying the Fed wanted 
“to make sure this is a slowdown 
and not a deterioration” in US 
economic growth. 

The Fed therefore was “more 
poised toward ease than before.” 
Move 

Any move to lower US interest 
rates further would be limited 
because the Fed believed fears of 
a US recession were overblown, 
the paper said. 

It did not say what action the 
Fed might take but noted the Cen- 
tral Bank could lower interest 
rates by increasing the money 
supply to banks and increase 
them by reducing the money sup- 
ply. 

US officials had no comment 
on the report. 

US interest rates have been 
moving sharply lower in the past 
two weeks, with yields on 30-year 
treasury bonds falling to 8.S per 
cent from 9 1/8 per cent in that 
period. 

Mortgage rates have moved to 
the 10 per cent level in recent days 
and the veterans administration 
on Friday reduced to 9.5 per cent 
the maximum interest rate on 
home loans it will insure.

Loss of US trade concessions seen as unfair 



HONG KONG, Jan 30, 
(Reuter): The US decision to cut 
special trade concessions for 
Hong Kong, Taiwan, South 
Korea and Singapore was seen 
today as both unfair and mis- 
taken by officials in tbe region. 

Government officials in Hong 
Kong said the move would send 
the wrong signals to Washing- 
ton's trading partners. 

In Seoul, Trace and Industry 
Minister Rha Woong-Bae said 
his government regretted the 
move and was considering filing 
a suit with 'the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

Decision 

In Singapore, where American 
companies account for over 50 
per cent of exports to the United 
States, the decision was seen as a 
tactical error. 

A senior economic official in 
Taiwan said the move would not 
hurt the island too badly because 
its major trading rivals would be 
affected equally. 

“We will be running from the 
same starting point. There is 
nothing to be afraid of.” Chao 
Yao-Tung. chairman of the 
Council for Economic Planning 
and Development, told repor- 
ters. 

The Reagan administration 


said yesterday that Asia's'Four 
Tigers' — so-called because of 
their aggressive push towards 
prosperity — would be removed 
from the Generalised System of 
Preferences (GSP). 

Their economies were so 


strongthat they should no longer 
benefit from measures intended 


for less well developed countries, 
the White House said. 

Policy 

The GSP covers items such as 
electronics, wooden furniture, 
toys, household electrical goods 
and magnetic recording 
material.

We believe US 
trade sanctions are almost 
inevitable unless current trade 
disputes are solved quickly.” 

In Singapore, George Abra- 
ham. secretary-general of the 
island's Federation of Chambers 


of Commerce and Industry, said 
the move would hurt US com- 
panies based in-Singapore. 

“We are not only an exporter 
of components manufactured by 
American companies here,” be 
said, “but we also re-export large 
amounts of American goods. 
The action is tantamount to 


W ashington’s cutting off its nose 
to spite its face.” 


Some industrial figures in 
Hong Kong said the United 
States bad used the GSP issue as 
a bargaining chip to try and force 
Hong Kong to cut the link bet- 
ween the US dollar and the Hong 
Kong dollar and revalue the 
colony's currency upward. 

Taiwan's Vice Economic Min- 
ister Wang Chien-Shien said in 
an interview earlier this month 
that the island’s trade surplus 
with the United States would 
drop to $14 billion this year 
against a record 16billionin 1987 
because of Taiwan's rising pur- 
chases of American products, 
including machinery and con- 
sumer goods. 

“Despite our efforts to

Meanwhile US officials say 
the Reagan administration's 
removal of Asia's 'Four Tigers’ 
from the list of countries eligible 
for trade concessions will affect 
some $10 billion in trade with the 
United States. 

Over the past decade Hong 
Kong, the Republic of (South) 
Korea, Singpaore and Taiwan 
have made such tremendous 
strides in their economic 
development that they can now 
compete effectively in the United 
States without preferential treat- 
ment,” White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwaier said yesterday. 

Congressman Fortney Stark, 
a California Democrat, said yes- 
terday he would introduce leg- 
islation to remove the trade con- 
cession for South Korea if the 
administration did not act. 

And Treasury Secretary James 
Baker has been trying to get 
Taiwan, Hong Kong and South 
Korea to allow their currencies 
to increase in value versus tbe 
dollar. This would make Asian 


goods more expensive and help 
narrow the US Trade deficit with 


those countries.

Afghanistan is not Soviet economic colony, says minister 


KABUL, Jan 30, (Reuter): Afgh- 
anistan will remain heavily 
dependent on Soviet aid and 
trade even after withdrawal of 
Soviet armed forces but has no 
intention of being an economic 
colony of Moscow, Afghan 
Commerce Minister Moham- 
mad Khan Jalalar said. 

in an interview with Reuters in 
the Afghan capital, he painted a 
picture of a small country far 
from world markets, its economy 
ravaged by nine years of war 
which would leave it more than 


ever dependent on the goodwill 
of its big northern neighbour. 


of its big northern neighbour. 

Worse 

“Even before the war we were 
running a big trade gap. Now we 
are in an even worse position — 
we have a very negative picture,” 
said Jalalar, speaking at his 
heavily-guarded ministry in the 
Karte Seh quarter of south 
Kabul. 

The minister, a fluent English 
speaker who has held senior 
government posts since before 
the 1978 left-wing revolution, 
was reluctant to give exact 
figures but agreed that the excess 
of imports over exports was now 
greater than the 30.5 per cent 
recorded two years ago. 

The budget deficit last year 
was around 32 percent and infla- 
tion was running above 20 per 


cent 

The trade and budget short- 
falls were filled partly “by eating 
a little each year from our limited 
reserves” but mainly with credits 
from the Soviet Union, Jalalar 
said. 

“in the past, the contribution 
of international agencies like the 
IMF (International Monetary 
Fund) was very substantial but in 
the past last 10 years (since the 
1978 revolution) they have kept 
themselves out.” 

On the other hand, the mini- 
ster said: “My personal 

experience is that when we have 
had problems with repaying our 
debts, the Soviet Union has res- 
cheduled them — we have 
precedents for this from many 
years back.” 

Most Soviet loans were now in 
the form of concessionary long- 
term credits, he said. The country 
had relatively low pre- 
revolutionary debts owed to the 
West, mainly with 30- to 40-year 
terms. Bui even servicing these 
was a big burden. 

President Najibullah last week 
said the war had cost Afghanis- 
tan 50 billion Afghanis (SI 
billion at the official rate). 

Jalalar said that this was in 
terms of damage to fixed assets in 
a country whose Gross Domestic 
Product last year was only S3. 5 


billion. The cost of the war itself 
was far higher, he said, confirm- 
ing, without giving figures, that 
most of this was borne by the 
Soviet Union. 

The Soviet Union accounted 
for 55 to 60 per cent of Afghanis- 
tan^ two-way trade, other Com- 
munist countries 10 per cent, 
Japan 10 per cent and South- 
East Asia and the West each five 
to 10 percent. 

“We are landlocked, far from 
the big markets in Europe, 
America and Asia. Our other 
neighbours are developing coun- 
tries like ourselves.” Jalalar said. 

Acknowledged 

“I would not use the term 
'economic colony', but our nor- 
thern neighbour is very impor- 
tant to us.” 

Echoing the conciliatory tone 
adopted by Najibullah at a news 
conference last week. Jalalar said 
post-war Afghanistan would 
welcome assistance from any 
quarter. 

“The World Bank, the IMF, 
the Asian Development Bank — 
ifthey are willing to help Afghan- 
istan reconstruct — why not, if 
they come with kind intentions?” 

Tbe minister acknowledged 
that IMF aid might entail strict 
conditions and devaluation of 
the sagging Afghani, officially 
pegged at 55 to the dollar but 


trading in the free market at more 
than 260 to the dollar. 

“Devaluation” he said. “I 
don't know. It is.quite reasona- 
ble. It is difficult to keep the value 
of money a stable point. These 
are the facts and the trend.” 

Jalalar also foresaw that the 
IMF might demand an end to to 
subsidies for bake necessities 
such as wheat, flour, edible oil 
and sugar supplied cheaply or 
free to government workers. 

The commerce minister was 
dear that the main thrust of 
Afghanistan’s development after 
the war would be rebuilding its 
agriculture, even if this meant 
delaying industrialisation. - 

“Most of oar Gross Domestic 
Product is based in agriculture, 
70 per cent of our people are 
engaged in it. It needs urgent 
attention and help, so the first 
sector will be agricQlture.” . : 


Investment 


He said: “We don’t have 
enough money for investment, so 
we will look for long-term credits 
and for expertise and technical 
know-how from whatever quar- 
ter.” 

Jalalar said Afghanistan had a 
mixed economy and would con- 
tinue to do so. • 

“There are stale monopolies in 
imports of basics like fuel, grain 


and sugar and exports of natural 
gas and cotton. But half of our 
foreign trade and up to 75 per 
cent of our internal trade is 
private — the proportion has 
hardly changed since the revolu- 
tion.” 

Thriving 

The widely-ava liable unof- 
ficial exchange rate for the Afgh- 
ani has led to a thriving private 
sector with a huge range of con- 
sumer goods in the Kabul 
bazaars for those with the money 
to buy. 

The minister defended the free 
market rate, saying most of the 
economy, both private and 
government, was based on it. “It 
is no t a black market — let us call 
it pale grey” he said. “We have 
had a two-tier exchange rate for 
the past 30 to 40 years.” . 

But he hinted that after the war, 
the free market might be recon- 
sidered. In this context, “the 
government is studying how to 
improve the monetary situa- 
tion,” he said without daborat-

US personal income up 


WASHINGTON, Jan 30, (Renter): The personal income of 

Americans rose0.7 per cem to December white spending increased 
by 0.5 per cent, the Commerce Dep artment reported yesterday. 
The rise in income, which reversed a 03 per cent decline in 
November, was in fine with expectations- The government repor- 
ted a 0.5 percent rise in spending, tbe same as in i November. In a 
report on gross national product on Wednesday the government 
said consumer spending between October and December regis- 
tered tbe steepest quarterly decline smee 1980. 

The increase hi income and spending in December bode well for 
continued US economic expansion, but economists doubt that 
Americans will spend freely enough to efimiuate the need for 
production cats to reduce tbe stocks of unsold goods that piled up 
in the 1987 fourth quarter. For all of 1987, personal income rose - 
6.0 percent following a 6^ per cent rise in 1986. After adjustment 
for inflation, however, average income last year rose just 1.2 per 
cent, die smalles t gain since a 0.6 per cent rise in 1982. In 1986, 
inflation-adjusted income increased 4J0 per cent The personal 
savings rate, winch is savings as a percentage of disposable 
income, rose to 4.7 per cent in December from 45 per cent in 
November. Bat for the whole of 1987, the savings rate fell to 35 
per cent, the lowest rate since 3,1 per cent in 1947. The 1986 rate 
was 45 per cent.

Soviet trade turnover with West drops

MOSCOW. Jan 30, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union's trade turn- 
over with the West fell by 4.6 per 
cent in the first nine months of 
last year as Moscow cut back its 
purchases of Western goods, the 
Soviet News Agency Tass said 
yesterday. 

Tass said Soviet trade with 
Western countries from January 
to September of 1987 was 20.7 
billion roubles (S34.6 billion). It 
said trade had fallen by one 
billion roubles (about 'S1.67 
billion) from the same period in 
1986. 

The drop in trade “was caused 
by a reduction in Soviet pur- 
chases,” Tass said. 

Foreign analysts said the 
Soviet Union is apparently cut- 
ting back Western imports 
because of reduced revenues 
from the raw materials il exports, 
especially oil. 

The figures indicated the 
Soviet Union was running a 


trade deficit with the West of 
about 300 million roubles (S500 
million) for the first nine months 
of 1987. which analysts said 
showed an improvement. 

They noted that forali of 2 986. 
the Soviet Union's trade deficit 
with tbe West was 2.72 billion 
roubles (S4.55 billion). 

Tass said the Soviet Union 
imported 10.5 billion roubles 
(SI7.5 billion) worth of goods 
over the nine-months period, 
while exports totalled just 10.2 
billion roubles (S17 billion). 
Exports had grown by about 550 
million roubles (S920 million) 
over the same period a year 
earlier, the news agency said. 

Imports 

Analysts said imports had 
been depressed by greater pres- 
sure to use Soviet technology ins- 
tead of importing it from the 
West, as well as the recent reor- 
ganisation of the country's trade 
administration to adjust to chan- 


ges under Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's reforms. 

The Soviet Union has recently 
abolished its ministry’ of foreign 
trade and a related state commit- 
tee. and created a new ministry of 
foreign economic relations to 
take their place. 

Biggest 

“The whole trade apparatus is 
being reorganised, and its. hav- 
ing an effect. No one in the West 
is willing to sign contracts,” one 
foreign analyst said. 

Tass announced on January 23 
that the volume of Soviet trade 
with all countries had decreased 
by about 2.2 per cent in all of last 
year. 

West Germany remained the 
Soviet Union's biggest trading 
partner in the Wes; in the first 
nine months of last year. 

But Tass said bilateral trade 
with Bonn from January to Sep- 
tember was 3.7 billion roubles 
(S6.2 million), down by 600 


million roubles (SI billion) com- 
pared with the same period the 
previous year. 

Soviet imports from West 
Germany amounted to about 
two billion roubles (S3.3 billion) 
over the nine-month period, Tass 
said. 

Finland. Italy, France and 
Japan remained in second 
through fifth place respectively, 
the report said. 

The Soviet Union reduced its 
trade with Japan by 550 million 
roubles ($920 million) to 1.9 
billion roubles, Tass said. 

Trade with tbe United States 
dropped by a substantial 300 
million roubles (S501 million) to 
943.6 million roubles ($1.57 
billion). 

Meanwhile, the Soviet 
Union's oil output was 624 
million tonnes in 1987, seven 
million tonnes over the official 
output target, Tass reported yes- 
terday.

GtC tries to give more investment op portunities 

Quick return of Gulf investments ruled out

THE Executive Chairman of 
Gulf Investment Corporation 
(GIC), Dr Khaled AJ Fayez, 
ruled out a “quick return'’ of 
Gulf investments from abroad as 
a result of the world stock, mark- 
ets crash last year and the contin- 
uous fluctuations in these, mark- 
ets. - 

lo an exclusive interview with 
the Arab .Tunes, Dr AI Fayez 
stressed that the main reason 
Gulf capital was in vested abroad 
was the lack of enough invest- 
ment opportunities in the Gulf 
countries. He described this as 
the main obstacle and cause for 
this problem. 

He denied that Gulf capital 
went outside the Gulf because of 
better returns abroad, and 
emphasised that national capital 
would return to their countries as 
soon as enough investment 
. opportunities were created. 

Positive 

Dr AI Fayez described the 
activities and functioning of the 
GLC during the past three years 
as “encouraging and positive** in 
a way that exceeded all expecta- 
tions. 

He revealed the GIC con- 
tributed S52 million to the capital 
often important Gulf investment 
projects, the total capital of 
which was oyer S250 million and 
its investment costs more than 
$800 million. 

Dr AI Fayez stressed that the 
GIC was different from other 
establishments in the way it 


worked to create and provide 
investment opportunities, 
evaluate them and after studying 
their economic feasibility, offer-' 
ing them to Gulf investors of the 
private sector. 

The GIC also enters as a part- 
ner at present in the capital of 
some projects and is planning to 
enter as a financier for such 
projects in the future. 

He stressed that the GIC dealt 
in a dynamic manner with the 
available investment opportun- 
ities in the GCC states. 

He emphasised that whenever 
the GIC found a good invest- 
ment opportunity, it did not 
hesitate to provide finances and 
enter as a partner. 

Investment 

Dr AI Fayez said that the GIC 
was “not neglecting the best 
forms of investment,” namely 
the development of human 
resources in the GCC states. 

He said that 52 GlCemployees 
underwent training courses in 
the Gulf and abroad last year 
alone. He added that the cost of 
training only last year was more 
than $720,000 or about six per 
cent of the staff expenses in the 
GIC. He added that the Gulf 
employees in the GIC formed 60 
per cent of the total employees, 
followed by other Arabs at 20 per 
cent and foreigners of low skills, 
especially drivers, at 20 per cent. 

He said that the GIC also con- 
tributed to rationalising invest- 
ment decision-making in the 
Gulf, through providing invest- 
ment opportunities to the private 
sector after establishing its econ-

' omic feasibility, with readiness to 
enter as partners and financiers, 
it also provided advice to the 
private sector about doubtful 
projects. 

AI Fayez announced that the 
GIC, in cooperation with the 
GCC general secretariat, was fin- 
ancing a study to evaluate the 
various economic aspects in the 
GCC states in OTder to explore 
new investment opportunities. 
He said that oneof theconditions 
of this study was to come out 
with at least 20 ideas for good 
investment projects, to be foll- 
owed by detailed study of their 
economic feasibility. 

He said that since the GIC was 
formed three years ago it had 
concentrated on direct invest- 
ments in the GCC states. He said 
that the GIC studied over 90 
investment project ideas, and 


after studying and evaluating 
these ideas, it committed itself to 
take part as a partner in ten of the 
projects. It contributed directly 
to the capital of these projects, 
and may m future cover part of 
their financial requirements in 
the form of loatis. 

He said that the GIC was 
currently evaluating 33 invest- 
ment projects, ana the prov- 
isional studies looked encourag- 
ing. 

He said that among the 
projects were the Kuwait Phar- 
maceutical Industries Company 
to which it contributed 20 per 
centof the capital, and the Qatari 
Dairies Co with the same share. 

He said that the GIC also con- 
tributed in the capitals of several 
projects in the other Gulf states, 
such as the Saudi National 
Industries Company, AI Shaer 
Co. of Saudi Arabia, Titanium 
Oxide Company, and others. All 
these companies belonged to the 
private sector. It also con- 
tributed to the capitals of three 
Saudi maintenance projects 
including maintenance of air- 
craft engines and bodies. 

Dr AI Fayez added that the 
GIC was currently studying a 
number of important projects 
before deciding to take part in 
them. These included a project 
on coal oil with Kuwait 
Petroleum Corporation, alumin- 
ium factories in Bahrain and 
Dubai, tyres and petrochemical 
products. 

The GIC was also studying 
agricultural and semi agricul- 
tural projects, a dairy project in 


U AE as well as fish breeding and 
growing of palm trees bv modern 
methods. 

The GIC was also studying a 
project to manufacture bulbs, 
and soft drinks bortles. 

Study 

Dr AI Fayez said that the com- 
prehensive study being carried 
out in cooperation with the GCC 
General Secretariat, on invest- 
ment opportunities, also aimed 
at studying the positions of 
current projects in GCC stales 
and the reasons for the failure of 
some. It will discuss the pos- 
sibility of the GIC helping in such 
projects, if some require to 
expand or strengthen their tech- 
nical administration. 

But he stressed that the GIC 
considered investment returns 
on its projects as “very impor- 
tant,*' because it dealt “on a 
purely commercial basis”, but 
differed from other establish- 
ments by directly entering the 
projects and searching for new 
investment opportunities. 

Activities 

Asked whether Lhe GIC was 
planning to expand its invest- 
ment activities beyond the GCC 
borders, Dr Ai Fayez stressed 
that the GIC's “main concern at 
present” was on the GCC states. 

He said that the GIC board of 
directors has derided to concen- 
trate on the GCC states and not 
to enter any investment projects 
outside the GCC states. 

But he said that in future the 
GIC may expand its activities to 
include Arab and foreign coun- 
tries.

Bank of 
Bahrain 
profits 
steady 

BAHRAIN. Ian 30, (Reuter): 
The National Rank of Bahrain, 
the island's oldest bank, said 
today it managed to hold 1987 
net profit unchanged at 4.4 
million dinars ($11.7 million) 
despite a difficult business 
climate during the year. 

The bank's chai rman, Ahmed 
Ali Kanoo, fold reporters earn- 
ings before provisions for bad 
and doubtful debts fell to 10.9 
million dinars (S29 million) from 
11. 4 mil Hop. dinars ($30 qullton) 
in 1986. • 

Decline 

But the fall was offset by a 
decline in provisions to 6.5 
million dinars ($17 million) from 
7.0 million ($19 million). The 
bank's dividend payout was 
unchanged at 2.8 million dinars 
($7.5 million). 

Acting general manager 
Yacoob Y. Mohammed 
attributed part of the fall in the 
bank’s earnings to lower US 
interest rates in world financial 
markets. 

The bank increased lending 
during the year by a sharp 54 per 
cent. “In the last year there were 
good opportunities for lending 
— secure opportunities,” said 
Mohammed. 

Strategy 

He said the bank’s strategy 
over the coming year was to 
mobilise local capital by concen- 
trating on personal loans and by 
increasing means of investment. 

NBB is the second largest 
domestic bank in Bahrain in 
terms of assets after the Bank of 
Bahrain and Kuwait. 

Bahrain’s economy and its 
banks have been hit for the last 
several years by a decline in 
government oil revenues and an 
economic downturn in the 
region. 


Major countries defend effort 
to link economic policies 


DAVOS, Switzerland, Jan 30, 
(Reuter): The United States, 
Japan" and West Germany today 
rejected criticism that their 
efforts to coordinate economic 
policy provoked the October 
world stock market crash. 

“There is a. lot of pessimism 
around. But policies are moving 
in the "right direction,” David 
Mulford, Assistant Secretary of 
the US Treasury, told the world 
economic forum meeting at this 
Swiss ski resort. 

Dominated 

Discussions at the forum, 
which has brought together 
.1,000 lop businessmen and 
. government leaders for a week of 
talks, have been dominated by 
the question of how long , the 
fragile stability of the dollar can 
last . 

Helmut Schlesinger. vice- 
president of the West German 
Bundesbank (central bank), told 
the forum that West Germany 
had moved to increase domestic 
demand, the key to reducing 
trade imbalances, even though 
overall growth jn the economy 
was slow. 


“Bui the adjustment process 
takes time, more time than 
politicians 'and (financial) 
market participants like,” he 
said. “There are limits to what is 
politically possible.” 

The United States was addres- 
sing its budget and trade deficits, 
Japan had made big strides and 
recognised the need to restruc- 
ture its economy and West Ger- 
many had fulfilled pledges to 
promote growth, he said. 

Threat 

Many economic commen- 
tators say it was US complaints 
about West German economic 
performance, with a veiled threat 
Washington might abandon the 
February 1 987 Louvre accord to 
stabilise currencies, which 
sparked the stock market crash. 

But the Japanese Vice-Mini- 
ster of Finance, Toyoo Gyohten, 
rejected charges voiced by 
Socialist Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou and mem- 
bers of the audience, that it was 
the Louvre accord which set off 
the global stock market crash. 

“I don’t believe lhe U)uvre 
accord tried to maintain the 


dollar at unrealistically high 
levels, ” Gyohten said. “It did not 
represent an artificially high level 
maintained by central banks.” 

Convinced 

Mulford said he was convin- 
ced the United States would be 
able to to avoid a recession des- 
pite slower growth this year and 
argued that nothing should be 
done that would diminish the 
chance of sustaining growth in 
the United States. 

US growth in the fourth quar- 
ter at 4.2 per cent annually was 
stronger than • expected, 
especially after the stock market 
crash, but Mulford acknowled- 
ged that a sharp rise in inven- 
tories meant that not all produc- 
tion was being consumed. 

Identified 

Onno Ruding, the Dutch Fin- 
ance Minister who also took part 
in the panel, identified the need 
to support renewed efforts to 
stabilise the dollar with a wider 
differential between US interest 
rates and those in other coun- 
tries. 


Biggest ever feature on Kuwait 


KUWAIT exudes a “new found 
confidence fortified by a belief 
that the worst of the regional 
economic recession is over.” So 
says Middle East Economic 
Digest (MEED) in a 68-page 
special feature published today 
entitled Kuwait 88: A Model for 
Development.

Opportunity

ies, as well as many among the 
rank and file of lesser names, 
have seized the opportunity to 
restructure. 

They have slashed overheads 
by cutting back on payrolls but 
have also poured resources into 
areas such as computerisation 
and management training." 

Key comments from the 
MEED report include a predic- 


tion by Ahmed AI Jarallah. lead- 
ing Kuwaiti journalist that 
demand for “housing, roads and 
better communications between 
Gulf states including perhaps a 
railway" will pick up once the 
Gulf war ends. 

Dr Yousef A. AI A wadi, chief 
executive of Gulf Bank in 
Kuwait says: “If there is any- 
where for the economy to go now 
it is upwards, with growth in the 
next 12 months and the years to 
come." 

Pickup 

Leading businessman Yousuf 
Bin M. AI NIsf says: "The Gulf 
war will end some way within one 
year. We are not going to be 
economically as we were before 
the warbutaregoing to pick up." 

MEED director Keith Sned- 
don is currently in Kuwait to 
deliver personal copies of the 
feature to sponsors. He said: 
“Kuwait 88: A Model for 
Development is the biggest ever 
feature produced on Kuwait by 
an international publication. 

It is the first of MEED's 
special features on selected coun- 
tries due for publication this year 
but we have been delighted with 
the response and the support 
from the local marketplace.

Gibbs was more cagey but said

Neutral fans and League 
officials will no doubt be hoping 
such predictions come true since 
recent Super Bowls have been 
generally antidimatic, one-sided 
affairs. 

Predictions of a high-scoring 
game tomorrow are largely 
based on the lack of an outstand- 


ing defensive team like last year’s 
Giants or the Chicago Bears of 
1986. 

Both coaches praised each 
other's defences yesterday, but 
Washington's defensive unit was 
ranked only 20th out of 28 teams 
in the regular season, and Den- 
ver's was 10th. 

The Redskins defence, 
however, was very impressive in 
both post-season outings — 
against the Bears and the Min- 
nesota Vikings. 

Gibbs and Reeves revealed lit- 
tle about their game plans — 
hardly surprising given the 
secrecy that has surrounded their 
super bowl preparations. 

The Redskins, in order to 
prevent spying, disguised players 
at practices with new numbers 
and names on their uniforms. 

Gibbs did, however, allude to 
plans that included more than 
just strategies on stopping Den- 
ver's wonder boy quarterback 
John Elway. 

“It’s not one player. There’ll 
be some guys who haven't been 
talked about this week who'll 
make some big plays,” he said.

This week Lewis repeated his 
allegations that a number of ath- 
letes at last year’s Rome World 
Championships had used perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

Swiss runner Sandra Gasser 
was the only athlete positively 
tested at the championships. 

Duty 

“ If Carl Lewis really has a con- 
science, and if he knows about 
athletes in the United States tak- 
ing drugs, then I think he has a 
duty to inform theTAC (the Ath- 
letics Congress of the United 
States) that there are certain peo- 
ple to his knowledge who are 
taking drugs," Holt said. 

Holt said meeting promoters 
and athletes did not collude to 
avoid dope tests. 

“It's almost impossible to sub- 
stantiate claims that certain ath- 
letes will never be designated for 
doping control because meeting 
organisers need them too much," 
he said.

Czechs set sights on Games medals 


PRAGUE, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
Czechoslovakia. by all 
appearances a “winter sport 
country,” has only modest 
expectations for next month's 
Winter Olympics — two medals,

-goal. 

“Our build-up for the Games 
has had its ups and downs, but I 
think we shall see at least two 
medals,” said Antonin Himl. 
chairman of the Czechoslovak 
Olympic Committee. “Most of 
our sportsmen appear to be get- 
ting into form just in lime.” 

In 14 previous Winter Olym- 
pics, Czechoslovakia has gar- 
nered jsut two gold. Five silver 
and six bronze medals. 

Medal hopes of the 60-strong 
contingent going to Calgaiy rest 
mainly in ice hockey and ski jum- 
ping. 

Czechoslovakia's powerful ice 
hockey team have never quite 


been able to shed the role of 
Olympic crown prince — over- 
shadowed at first by Canada and 
later by the Soviet Union. 

This time around the squad's 
expectations are modestly set on 
a bronze medal, after the silver 
won at the last Olympics in 
Sarajevo. 

“The Soviets are again very 
strong and Canada, playing at 
home, will be a very hard team to 
beat,” said Frantisek Pospisit, 
Czechoslovak co-trainer. 

Offers 

The ice hockey team have 
played a total of 23 pre-Olympic 
Games, including the the Izveslia 
Cup in Moscow, with varying 
success. 

At last month's Izveslia Cup, 
the final big tournament test 
before the Olympics, Cze- 
choslovakia finished a disap- 
pointing fourth behind winners 


Canada, the Soviet Union and 
Sweden. 

The team, which in the past 
have lost many stars to the lure of 
professional offers from teams in 
Europe and North America, will 
leave at least one player behind 
after the Calgary Games — For- 
ward Jiri Hrdina has received 
official permission to sign on For 
two years with the National 
Hockey League Calgary Flyers.

Norman and Jansher 
move into semifinals

Ross Norman of New Zealand 
and Pakistani world champion 
Jansher Khan both posted quar- 
terfinal wins yesterday to slay on 
course for a showdown in the 
Beigi an Grand Prix squash tour- 
nament final.

Renowned 

Jansher scored nine points in a 
row after trailing 7-0 in that 
second game to break the resis- 
tance of Harvey, who is renow- 
ned for his victory, over Norman 
in the 1987 World Champion- 
ships. 

Norman, the 1986 world 
champion, narrowly escaped 
defeat in the first game by using 
all the tricks in the book. 

In the second game. Adarraga 
held on until 4-4 but then lost 
concentration by arguing with, 
the referees. Norman took 
advantage to clinch the game, 
and swept his opponent aside in 
the third. 

Norman, aiming to win .the 
540.000 tournament for the third 
consecutive time and seize the 


diamond-studded Belgian 
squash trophy, said afterwards 
he considered Jansher was cer- 
tainly beatable. . 

“But I’m generally not at my 
best now,” he said. 

Norman said he bad come to
